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Yalta--A Story 
Of ‘Treachery 


aati Yalta is an 
a old resort city 
j on the south 
, coast of Cri- 
+ mea, about 30 
> miles east of 
* Sevastopol. It 
was a favorite 
“ recreation cen- 
ter for the 
Czars, as it is 
for the top So- 

viets today. 

It was at Yalta, in Crimea 
(Feb. .3-11, 1945) that Winston 
Churchill, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and Joseph Stalin reached 
agreements to bring Russia into 
the war against Japan. 


Since that time the word ‘‘Yal- 
ta” has béen flung about reck- 
lessly. It has been charzed that 
it was a deal whereby China was 
*‘handed to Stalin on a silver 
platter.” Indeed, even more ex- 
travagant statements and apo- 
plectic charges have been made. 

Now comes another February, 
eight years after, and President 
Eisenhower has announced Con- 
gress will be asked to disavow 
agreements made at Yalta and, 
probably, at Potsdam in 1946. 


They will do so because the So-’ 


viets treacherously and with 
complete disregard for their 
pledged word violated both the 
letter and spirit of the Yalta 
agreements and did, in fact, use 
them to enable the Chinese Com- 
munist armies to drive the hapless 
Chiang Kai-shek, whose soldiers 
were without spirit and popular 
support, into exile at Formosa. 


Yalta 


It is important to recreate, in 
brief, the climate of public opin- 
jon in February, 1945. 


The world was weary of war; 
Germany’s surrender was not 
fully in sight. Heavy loss of 
American lives in attacking the 
strongly-defended, though stead- 
ily decreasing, Nazi-held terri- 
tory had brought great gloom to 
this country as it considered the 
ghastly pall which would result 
from invasion of Japan against 
Nipponese resistance. 


So, at Yalta chief considera- 
tion was the saving of lives. 
Winston Churchill and Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, with military ad- 
visors concurring, began to bar- 
gain to set Russia to fighting 
Japan. (The atomic weapon 
which Harry S. Truman later was 
to order used, was neither ready 
nor assured). Had Churchill and 
FDR known it in February, 1945, 
they would not have offered the 
concessions. 


First signed at Yalta was a 
Soviet alliance of ‘‘friendship and. 
assistance’’ with the Chiang Kai- 
shek government. 


Agreements 


The treaty contained these 
stipulations: (1) The pro-Rus- 
sian status of Outer Mongolia 
would be recognized by China. 
(2) The commercial port of Da- 
rien would be internationalized 
and Soviet interests accepted. 
(3) Port Arthur would be avaii- 
able to the Soviets for a naval 
base. (4) The Chinese eastern 
and south Manchurian railways 
would be operated by a joint 
commission. (5) China would 
retain full sovereignty in Man- 
churia. 

These agreements made with- 
out their participation were dis- 
tasteful to the Chinese, but they 
signed, believing that with Man- 
churia in their hands, and the 


Soviets pledged to friendship and - 


alliance, they could handle if. 


But treachery, not honor, ruled. 
The Russians did occupy Man- 
churia. And occupation of that 
huge industrial area, violating 
the treaty so recently made, 
enabled the Chinese Communists 
to conquer North China and then 
drive Chiang’s dispirited army 
out of China. It was this per- 
fidious act which enabled them 
to start building strength in 
North Korea to take all Asia. 

At Yalta the Russians signed 
yet another treaty. The boundary 
between Soviet Russia and Po- 
land was set at that of a former 
(Curzon) treaty. The Lublin 
government, then functioning, 
was reorganized but asked to re-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6—— 
President Eisenhower wiped out 
all wage controls today and 
killed price ceilings on meats, 
clothing, furniture and thousands 
of “department store’’ items in 
his first major move to restore 
a “free” economy.

C. Killingsworth said the Presi- 
dent’s order means that ‘‘em- 
ployers and unions everywhere 
are free to agree upon ante 
they want to agree on.”’ 

The action means ae 
pay raises for hundreds of thou- 
sands of workers, a probable drive 
for a new round of wage in- 
creases and some price hikes— 
ralthough officials do not expect 
a general] price rise at once. 
They said, however, that the 
final end to al] price curbs be- 
tween now and April 30 wil 
probably boost consumer and de- 
fense costs by one to two billion 
dollars a year.

Mr. Eisenhower is expected to 
sign it promptly and proceed 
with his plans for reshoffling 
several agencies. 

The measure, approved by the 
House Tuesday, was passed by 
voice vote after the Senate de- 
feated 64-16 an amendment by 
Senator McClellan (Dem., Ark.) 
that would restrict the Presi- 
dent’s reorganization authority.. 

The bill authorizes the chief 
executive to submit to Cengress 
plans for _ reorganizing and 
streamlining federal agencies. 
Unless a majority of the full 
membership of either house ve- 
toes the plans within 60 days they 
become law. 

House and Senate government 
operations committees got their 
White House signals crossed last 
week and voted to modify this to 
permit a veto by a simple ma- 
jority of those present and vot- 
ing in either house. It would have 
taken as few as 25 senators or 
110 congressmen, to reject a re- 
organization plan.

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Livestock Men 
Take Wise Step 


Reorganization of the Georgia Live- 
stock Association at Macon Thursday 
is in recognition of and an outgrowth 
of the growing relative importance to 
Georgia agriculture of the livestock in- 
dustry. The association should have 
considerable influence in building a 
sound program of development in this 
field. 

As we have pointed out often, live- 
stock and livestock products have be- 
come Georgia’s largest single source of 
farm income. The role the industry 
has played in diversification, conser- 
vation and utilization of lands unsuited 
for row crops has helped to build and 
to strengthen a better-balanced agri- 
cultural program. — | 

Despite the current slump in prices, 
there will always be a demand for live- 
stock products. The demand grows as 
the population increases. There is a 
future in dairying, beef, hogs and 
sheep. However, production methods 
and quality of animals must be im- 
proved if the Georgia farmer is to com- 
pete profitably at home and with other 
stock-producing areas. 

By providing a co-ordinating agency 
for the exchange of information of all 
types—costs, prices, pastures, breeds 
and methods—the statewide livestock 
organization will justify itself. How- 
ever, in this age of highly organized 
industry, labor and other groups, it is 
essential that livestock producers act as 
a unit, too. An organization to speak 
for them at all levels of government 
and economics will serve as an invalu- 
able ally to their efforts. 

Despite the rapid strides in live- 
stock development in Georgia, the state 
still lags behind its sister states. Flor- 
ida, for instance, has made phenomenal 
progress. Its statewide livestock or- 
ganization has contributed greatly to 
this growth. 

We congratulate Georgia livestock 
producers for their good sense in band- 
ing themselves together for the com- 
mon good. We hope all producers con- 
tribute to building a strong and effec- 
tive association. It is a good move for 
Georgia and Georgians, regardless of 
whether we, as individuals, are pro- 
ducers of livestock. Progress of any 
group reflects itself in better living 
for all, 

We note with pléasure, too, that Dr. 
Milton P. Jarnigan, who retired last 
summer after more than 40 years of 
service with the University of Georgia 
in promoting livestock in the South- 
east, has been selected for the indus- 
try’s “Hall of Fame” in Chicago. He 
deserves this and many other honors. 
Perhaps no other individual has con- 
tributed as much to the section’s live- 
stock industry.

Parole Board Action 


The Monroe County Grand Jury has 
criticized “an Atlanta and Macon news- 
paper” for “endorsing” the action of 
the State Pardon and Parole Board in 
commuting the death sentence of a 
Negro Korean War veteran on the ap- 
’ peal of Flint Solicitor Ben Garland. 
Since The Atlanta Constitution is 
the Atlanta newspaper to which the 
. jury presentment refers, we feel im- 
' pelled to reply that we did not en- 
+ dorse the action of the parole board. 
We said editorially that Ben Gar- 
' land’s appeal was a deed “which . 
’ courageous and merits public commen- 
- dation and understanding.” We said 
. that the solicitor was convinced the 
‘ condemned man did not get a fair trial. 
‘ We did not say that we were so con- 
- vinced. We could not say that, for we 
_ did not know the case. What we said 
was that, if the man who prosecuted 
the case so believed, he was right in his 
action. 

We said that the parole board com- 
muted the sentence. We made no fur- 
ther comment on the commutation. 


What we said Monday and want . 


to say now is that Solicitor Ben Gar- 
land showed Christian courage in act- 
ing as he did because he felt as he did. 
He stuck his neck out politically, know- 
‘ing that it might be cut off. We be- 
lieve he will, when anger has died, gain 
in stature among those who believe in 
- justice and integrity. Solicitor Gar- 
land, after years of magnificent work, 
has not suddenly become a bad solicitor.

Ending of Controls 
Will Be Welcomed 


President Eisenhower's order ending 
most price and wage controls will have 
little effect on the national economy, 
if we can believe the conclusions of the 
country’s experts. The situation they

were set up to remedy has been largely 
dissipated—we have reached a near- 
balance between production of goods 
and money available to buy them and 
except for indirect controls on money 
and credit through banking channels, 
direct curbs on inflationary pressures 
aré no longer vital. 

And then, too, the controls them- 
selves had been amended and watered 
down to such an extent that they had 
become ineffective and well-nigh un- 
enforceable. 

The order is in line with the Presi- 
dent’s announced intentions to free the 
economic system from direct federal 
interference as nearly as possible. Ex- 
cept during periods. of national emer- 
gency, this seems to be what the people 
want. 

Controls were established in the 
first place to curb inflation that re- 
sulted from an abundant supply of 
money and a shortage of goods brought 
about by the defense emefgency. They 
also served to prevent materiel needed 
in defense industry from going into 
civilian production. They served their 
purpose. Former President Truman 


‘had indicated before leaving office that 


most controls were no longer needed. 
Whether curbs must be reimposed 
depends upon a turn for the worse in 
the world situation that would throw the 
economic balance out of kilter again, 
ineluding the national budget. Deficit 
spending that increases the money sup- 
ply without increasing the supply of 
goods is a chief cause of inflation. Let 
all pressure groups which insist on big 
favors from government while oppos- 
ing government controls remember that. 
To balance the budget will require a 
little self-denial on the part of All.

Let's Be Republicans 
And-Or Democrats! 


An editorial in the current issue of 
The Georgia Republican, official pub- 
lication of the GOP central committee 
in the state, points out a fact that will 
have considerable bearing on the build- 
ing of a permanent two-party system 
in the state. | 

The article points out that there is 
a commendable movement in various 
sections of Georgia to form Republican 
clubs. However, there is apparently a 
tendency to call them Ike Clubs. This 
is a mistake, as the publication points 
out. The GOP will not be built .in 
Georgia as an opposition party from a 
liking for one man nor can it be built 
firmly upon a foundation of dissident 
Democrats. 

We agree, too, that Ike Clubs served 
their purpose in the campaign in’ giv- 
ing an opportunity for dissatisfied Dem- 
ocrats to register their disapproval of 
their own party. However, after the 
election the GOP can be built as a 
political factor only as the Republican 
Party. ‘ 

“There can be but two parties in 
Georgia,” the editorial wisely states. 
“There is a strong Democratic Party. 
The opposition party can be just one 
thing—a Republican Party. ... We are 
building up an opposition ‘political 
party in Georgia—with which our na- 
tional party leaders may work. And 
under our two-party system, our groups 
must sail under true colors—the time- 
honored title, Republicanism, and noth- 
ing less.” 

In other words, there can be no Ike 
Party any more than there can be a 
Truman Party. Let’s call ourselves 
Democrats or Republicans and be proud 
to be so known.

‘Old Has-Beens’ 
_ Justify Democracy 


One of the best tests of democracy, it 
has been well said, is a positive toleration 
of minorities. One of the best tests of 
whether a democracy is functioning health- 
ily, we would suggest, lies in the humor in 
which a defeated administration leaves 
office. : 

In authoritarian countries the supplanted 
chief of state (if he survives) is likely to 
take his ministers off into some secret 
huddle, there darkly to plot return and re- 
venge. Ex-President Harry Truman took 
his ex-vice-president and cabinet members 
off to a luncheon at Dean Acheson’s right 
after the Eisenhower inauguration. They 
may have mentioned a “return match’ in 


\1956. But if they did, judging by the 


sounds of merriment that.reached reporters. 
outside, the “plotting” was of the kind small 
boys indulge in when school lets out in June. 


A friendly crowd gathered in the street 


before the venerable Georgetown residence 
and called for speeches.. Mr. Truman came 
out and responded briefly and warmly, Mr. 
Barkley also with characteristic wit, Mr. 
Acheson with a ‘‘thank you from the bot- 
tom of my heart for coming here and greet- 
ing a lot of old has-beens.”’ 

If the good humor of these very vigorous 
“‘old has-beens” is any criterion, American 
democracy must be ticking along in very 
good shape.

The British 

government of Churchill and Eden a few 

days ago interposed a veiled protest—an 

expression of “‘concern’’—when the United 

States announced it would no longer use its 

Seventh Fleet to protect Communist China 

from raids by the Chinese Nationalists on 
Formosa. 

And Herbert Morrison, former foreign 

secretary, has announced in Parliament 
that, despite the status of Communist 
China as an “‘aggressor,’’ the Labor Party 
favors admitting Red China into the United 
Nations anyway. The Laborites oppose any 
support for the Chinese Nationalists and 
ask instead ‘‘the active protection of the 
Royal Navy” so that shipments may ‘con- 
tinue to Communist China. 
' The American people had high hopes in 
1945 that the United Nations would be able 
to create an alliance of nations which 
would acf against any aggressor govern- 
ment. 

But it turns out that, while the United 
States is left to hold the bag with 350,000 
American troops stalemated in Korea, an 
important move—such as the release of our 
fleet from a blockade of Formosa—is 
frowned upon publicly by Great Britain. 
What is worse is that, with 130,000 Ameri- 
can casualties thus far in Korea, there 
seems to be a desire among European gov- 
ernments to let the American forces bear 
the brunt of the struggle indefinitely. This 
is not what the American people under- 
stand by ‘‘collective security.”’ 

Today Stalin is in a position to misjudge 
the disunity among the free nations. For 
Britain openly reveals her disagreement 
on the Formosa policy, and Russia assumes 
the United States cannot possibly go it 
alone in Asia without British support. 

It all adds up to a policy of shortsight- 
edness in London. For, if ‘‘collective secu- 
rity’’ is meaningless today, then there is 
no more reason to keep American forces 
in Europe than to keep them in Korea, 

For the issue will be crystallized against 
those Republican and Democratic mem- 
bers of Congress who fail now to insist 
either on a withdrawal of American troops 
from all foreign countries, including Eu- 
rope, or the use of our land, sea and air 
forces on a truly collective-security basis 
along with other nations to thwart Com- 
munist aggression wherever it occurs. If 
the war in Korea isn’t a UN war, then the 
American people have been grievously 
misled. ;

Already the government, acting on ap- 
proval of the Army Corps of Engineers, 
has spent something like $1,000,000 in pre- 
liminary surveys and planning for the Hart- 
weil Dam development. The plans and 
blueprints for starting construction have 
been perfected and it remains only for 
Congress to appropriate the money for 
getting the work under way. 

Because of the importance of the proj- 
ect, both from the standpoint of public 
power development and its relation to 
Clark Hill and the huge government atomic 
energy plant across the river in South Caro- 
lina, Representative Brown is determined 
that the work on Hartwell Dam not be 
delayed. He is prepared to pitch his fight 
on the grounds that it is false economy for 
the government to postpone action in the 
interest of reduced expenditures. 

The outlay for the completion of Hart- 
well Dam will run about the same as the 
cost of the Clark Hill project, or between 
$70,000,000 and $80,000,000, according to 
Army engineers. Clark Hill Dam is now 
complete, except for about $7,000,000 need- 
ed for the final units of hydroelectric power 
production. In all there will be seven of 
these units. 

It is not every member of Congress who 


‘gets credit for sponsoring a great project 


of this kind and located in his own congres- 
siona] district, for the most part. Geor- 
gia’s Representative Brown already has 
two to his credit, one all but finished and 
the other approved and ready for, the be- 
ginning of actual construction. ere is 
little doubt that Congress will -ultimately 
provide the full funds necessary for the 
development of Hartwell Dam as proposed.

The Signs Point to Early Attack 
On Red China by Chiang Kai-shek 


NEW YORK—Chiang Kai-shek is a man 
who can develop a fierce animosity toward 
an enemy. I have seen it swell up on him 
until the veins in his smooth, nude head 
seemed about to pop. 

Chiang has been in the bullpen a long 
time. When war broke in Korea he wanted 
to send 30,000 men there immediately. Now 
that the shackles of the Seventh Fleet have 
been removed, he’ll want to throw a high, 
hard one as quickly as possible, so de- 
voured is he by the desire to strike back 
at those who kicked him off the mainland 
and gained control of 


the most populgus na- 


tion on earth. 
General Bradley and 

Admiral Radford do 

not believe he’ll strike 

soon. It is perhaps 

foolhardy to fly in the 

face of such authority, 

but I suspect that un- 

less he is specifically 

told not to do so he’ll . 

attack very soon, even 

if it is plain that he lacks the wherewithal. 
The air is the quickest and most direct 

avenue; quicker even than passing the 

word to the large, but hardly co-ordinated 

nationalist guerrillas on the mainland. 
Chiang has a small, obsolete but ap- 

parently well-trained air force. Its fighter 


‘strength is confined to F-5ls given to him 


at the end of World War II or subsequent- 
ly sent to Formosa. He has a smaller num- 
ber of B-24 Liberators, and, at last count, 
49 C-46s which could be — for bomb- 
ing in a pinch. 

These latter are leftovers ‘from the cele- 
brated hump operation, by which Chiang 


was kept in certain war commodities dur- 
ing the years when the Japanese occu- 
pied the ports. There are some C-47s, too, 
for liaison work and freight hauling. 

Personnel figures are around 10,000, 
with at least 2,000 pilots, many of them 
veterans of the big war. In recent months 
about 200 Nationalist Chinese pilots have 
been turned out by jet schools in the U. S.., 
but Chiang has no jets with which to do 
battle with the inevitable MIG-15s which 
even now must be patrolling the vital rail- 
road which runs down the eastern cheek of 
China and keeps alive such aggressive acts 
as the Communist war against the French 
in Indochina. ) 

Any surface vessel raid by Chiang on 
the mainland would have to be done prin- 
cipally by means of junks. The junk 
appears to be a wholly unreasonable form 
of transportation for troops, to a landlubber 
on the opposite side of the world, but it 
enjoys a considerable reputation among 
military men who know its capabilities. 

Chiang doesn’t have the junks the other 
side has, but if he launched his he wouldn’t 
have to worry about interference from 
the Seventh Fleet. He doesn’t have the 
air force his opponent has, either. But if 
he attacked the mainland, he’d have only 
that opposing air force and its ground bat- 
teries (excellent) to contend with. If Mao’s 
force tried to attack Formosa, it must 
contend not only with the fanatical resist- 
ance of Chiang’s airmen and batteries (not 
so good) but, in all probability, jets from 
the Seventh Fleet. 

If Chiang isn’t 
cranking up a punch, then I’m a short 
order chef at Ruby Foo’s. .
